WASHINGTON - Edward Bennett 
Williams, Democratic Party treasurer 
and prominent criminal lawyer, is being 
promoted by party chairman Robert S. 
Strauss as a Democratic candidate for 
the U.S. Senate in Maryland. 

Strauss, who is traveling, was 
unavailable for comment but Williams 
said, “Strauss has been touting me” and 
said that a number of Marylanders have 
encouraged him to consider running for 
1976 as a challenger to incumbent 
Senator J. Glenn Beall Jr. (R-Md.). 
Strauss reportedly has discussed 
William’s candidacy with Maryland 
Gov. Mandel, himself considered a 
potential senatorial candidate. 

Williams, who lives in Tulip Hill, now 
joins the list of probable contenders of 
Senator Beall who is generally viewed as 
vulnerable. Others include: former 
Senator Joseph Tydings, Rep. Paul 
Sarbanes (D-3rd) and Baltimore city 
councilwoman Barbara Mikulski 
(D-lst). 

President of the Washington Redskins 
football team and counsel for many 
famous clients, among them former U.S.’ 
Senator Daniel Brewster, Williams is 
well-known in many state and national 
circles. However, his involvement in 
court cases, the Redskins and national 
party business permits Trim, he says, at 
this time from “actively” campaigning 
for the office.
